\Y> :k was resumed this morning to 
recover the bodies of other miners, 
believed to number nine, who are 
thought to be dead in the mine. 
Thirty-four miners were 
rescued 
alive from the mine yesterday. 
The vice-president’s announcement 
■was issued today after check up on 
the number of men who were work­ 
ing in the mine. The revised figures 
showed definitely that 134 men were 
in the mine wTlien the blast occurred, 
it was announced. 
No official statement has been is­ 
sued by the company as to the rea­ 
son for the disaster. 
Rescue crews worked throughout 
the night in their efforts to reach the 
other bodies and will not relax until 
all have been recovered officials said.

was arrested by 
Free State troops here today on his 
appearance to address a republi­ 
ca u meeting In the election cam­ 
paign. 
The arrest was made under sen­ 
sational circumstances. 
De Valera 
was addressing a meeting of elect­ 
ors 
in the 
market square 
when 
Free State troops 
came on 
the 
scene, 
and 
fired several 
volleys 
over the heads of the crowds. 
A stampede occurred and several 
arrests were made. The troop-; then 
surrounded the platform anti took 
the Republican loader into custody. 
When De Valera appeared on the 
scene there were many thousands of 
people around the platform and he 
was given a turmultrious 
welcome.

The American delegates will leave 
shortly for Washington for submis­ 
sion of the records, together with the 
accompanying claims conventions, to 
President Coolidge and Secretary of 
States Hughes.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17—To clear 
away any misunderstanding in Lon­ 
don regarding the attitude of fhe 
Coolidge administrations on repara­ 
tions, Secretary Hughes has cabled 
to the American embassy there the 
substance of the story carried from 
Washington by The Associated Press 
on August 15, with a notification that 
the declarations it contained repre­ 
sented the precise 
position 
of the 
United States government. 
This disclosure was made today as 
a result of the wide publication of 
untrue reports that the state depart­ 
ment had sent to 
foreign 
govern­ 
ments through the American embas­ 
sies abroad, a new note on repara­ 
tions. This informatory message to 
the embassy tin London is the only 
communication on reparations which 
has been sent abroad by the depart­ 
ment. 
The message to London was in­ 
tended to correct a misapprehension 
evident in London dispatches, which 
had indicated that it was felt that 
the Coolidge administration had mod­ 
ified to some extent the policy of 
Washington relative to participation 
in any attempt to settle the repara­ 
tions difficulty. 
It was reaffirmed 
that ther had been no change what­ 
ever in policy as a result

The Associated Press story re­ 
ferred to, the substance of which 
repeated in the dispatch to the Lon­ 
don embassy, set forth the position 
of the United States, as followrs: 
“Reports from London reflecting 
a feeling that there had been a 
welcome change in the attitude of 
the Washington government tow'ard 
reparations, were said on highest 
authority to be altogether too opti­ 
mistic. 
“Nothing has been said in Wash­ 
ington on behalf of the Coolidge 
administration, which indicates the 
slightest departure from the state­ 
ment made by Secretary Hughes in 
his New* Haven speech last Decem­ 
ber.

W HEAT A N D WAGES. 
From the New’ York Evening Post. 
There are more than a few parts of the 
United States 
where 
a yield of sixteen 
bushels of wheat to the acre would not be 
considered 
particularly 
bad, 
though it 
would be nothing to brag about. Neither is 
a yield of sixteen bushels to the acre un­ 
usual. 
At present prices the return from 
such an acre would be less than $16 for the 
year. 
Assuming that every cent of this 
were profit— as a matter of fact it will in 
most instances include no profit at all— 
one acre and one year devoted to wheat 
would produce not quite enough to pay one 
bricklayer in New York City for one day. 
A situation like 
this cannot continue. 
That does not mean wages for bricklayers 
ought to be reduced. 
It means the return 
of wheat ought to be higher. 
Inevitable 
laws of adjustment will handle the case of 
the bricklayer later. 
The vast and intricate machinery which j 
moves crops to market is now in motion to 
The har- 
militaristic 
country in the world 
today. 
“We are now confronted,” says Wen Shih- 
sen, commissioner for foreign

Nanking, “with the horrible problem of 
having too many soldiers and not knowing 
what to do with them.

One of the biggest 
wastes about canning is in the spoil- 
of fruit because of some delay in the 
preparations. 
If you use the cold-pack method, 
without a special canner, the biggest. 
item to plan for is a washboller, or 
large galvanized 
pail. Then 
there 
must be a false bottom or rack for 
the jars, that will allow a good cir­ 
culation of water beneath. Individual 
jar holders are a very convenient 
arrangement, as they permit remov­ 
ing, and then adding, one container 
at a time. 
If you cook the fruit before can­ 
ning, provide some large botton ves­ 
sels that will spread the heat, and 
cook 
with 
an 
even 
temperature. 
These should have very substantial 
bails and lips for pouring. 
Several 
sizes of both 
wooden 
and 
silver 
spoons are necessary; also a good 
colander, some scales for accurate 
seasoning, a measuring cup, 
some 
paring knives, and at least one silver- 
plated knife with a sharp edge, a 
spatula, funnel, and several yards of 
cheesecloth to use iu blanching the 
fruit. 
lf you will Invest In a few appro­ 
priate labels for your canned goods 
it will be a great convenience, and 
add a considerable professional sat­ 
isfaction. Get them at any good sta­ 
tionery store. 
Of course, you will provide some 
jelly tumpbers and paraffin to seal 
them with, and an

of 
| quart and pint glass jars. If you are 
buying new jars, be sure to get them 
with the tops large enough and see 
that the upper edges are not nicked. 
If screw top jars are used, the caps 
must not have any bent places, else 
there is a chance for the air to get 
in. Tops and jars should be careful­ 
ly fitted to each other before filling. 
There are several good tests.

the jar with water, adjust the cap 
and invert. If there are no drops of 
water anywhere on the edge of the 
cap, you have a pretty tight fit. 
To test a cap without filling, screw 
it down and then run the thumb nail

BEGINWITHOUT DELAY 


(Continued from page one.) 


an aggregate tonnage of approxi­ 
mately 750 OOO are to be dropped 
from the American navy under the 
treaty. 
They were divided ny the 
department for scrapping purposes 
into three classes: ships under con 
struction at private yards, ships un­ 
der construction at the navy yards, 
and old ships. 
In the case of ships in the first 
class builders were requested today 
by the department to submit esti­ 
mates for purchase of the hulk for 
reduction to scrap metal, and a sep­ 
arate estimate for breaking the ship 
up so that the na t might offer the 
scrap to other bidders. 
The contractors w’ere notified 
at 
the time to submit a final estimate 
of all charges and claims against the 
government arising of abrogation of 
their contracts. 
Ships in the second class at navy 
yards, will be advertised 
for 
sale 
within a few days to the highest bid­ 
der who will be required to reduce 
them to “metal of scrap size/* 
Most of the old ships will be dis­ 
posed of by sale on the same terms 
as were required in the recent cases 
of the Maine, Missouri, Ohio, and 
Kentucky, which were transferred to 
scrap dealers. 
Four exceptions among the older 
ships have been made by the depart- 
| ment, the Washington 
and South 
Carolina being marked for use in ex­ 
periments in submarine and air at­ 
tacks, and the New Jersey and Vir­ 
ginia having been set aside for use 
by army air bombers in the practice 
maneuvers to be held next month. 
In case any of the four ships are not 
sunk during the 
experiments, 
they 
will be disposed of by sale for scrap­ 
ping, or demolished by the govern­ 
ment. 
“The navy starts at once to scrap 
all ships, other than those to be re­ 
tained under provisions of the treaty 
for the limitation 
of 
armaments,’’ 
said an official statem ent by Acting 
Secretary 
Roosevelt. 
“Of 
course 
eleven ships are under construction, 
seven of which are battleships locat­ 
ed as follows: The Indiana and South 
Dakota, navy yard, New York; Mon­ 
tana, navy yard, Mare Island; North 
Carolina, navy yard, Norfolk; Mich­ 
igan, Bethlehem Ship Building Cor­ 
poration, Quincy, Mass.; Iowa, New­ 
port News 
Shipbuilding 
Company, 
Newport New’s, Va.; and W ashing­ 
ton, New York Shipbuilding Corpora­ 
tion, Camden, N. J. 
“The battle cruisers Lexington and 
Saratoga 
under 
provisions of 
the 
treaty, are being converted into air­ 
plane carriers. The other four battle 
cruisers, the Constitution and United 
States at Philadephia, and the Con­ 
stellation and Ranger at 
Newport, 
News, will be scrapped at once. 
“No action is being taken at the 
present time for the disposition of 
the Delaware and North Dakota, now 
abroad on the midshipmen’s practice 
cruise, as the treaty does not require 
that these be scrapped until the Col­ 
orado and W est Virginia are placed 
in commission.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 17.—The 
redistricting committee of the con- 
stitulonai convention made a report 
to the convention today of a propos­ 
ed state senatorial re-distrietiDg plan 
which would make nineteen of the 
districts democratic and fifteen re­ 
publican, based upon the vote for su­ 
preme judges of 1918 ‘and 1922. 
The report today followed the de­ 
feat late yesterday of the resolution 
introduced by Thomas Dumm, demo­ 
crat of Jefferson City, providing that 
the convention defer action on a re­ 
districting proposition and that the

After the Dumm resolution late yes­ 
terday the convention adopted a sub­

sage, nor until report of the commit­ 
tee on re-districting shall have been 
disposed of.”
